Lead in toys. Lead in peeling paint. 
Lead in old water lines. Lead in auto 
exhaust. 

Our children 6 years old and younger 
are in danger of permanent damage from 
lead poisoning in their surroundings. 

Officials of the DC Water and Sewer 


Authority (WASA) were at the SW Branch 
Library recently to explain how they are 
spending $30 million a year to get rid of 
old lead pipes bringing drinking water 
from the water main in the street into our 
homes. 

Since 2004 WASA has had a hurry-up 
program to tear up these lead lines and put

Drop Off Hazardous Waste, 
Electronics Sat., Apr. 26 


The DC Department of Public Works 
(DPW) will hold its annual spring House¬ 
hold Hazardous Waste and E-Cycling 
collection event Saturday, April 26, 2008, 
from 9 am to 3 pm at the Carter Bar¬ 
ron Amphitheatre parking lot at 16th 
and Kennedy Streets, NW. This drop-off 
service is free and open to all District 
residents. 

DC residents can bring items including 
leftover cleaning and gardening chemicals, 
small quantities of gasoline, pesticides and 
poisons, mercury thermometers, paint, 
solvents, spent batteries of all kinds, anti¬ 
freeze, chemistry sets, automotive flu¬ 
ids, and even asbestos floor tiles to the 
collection site for environmentally safe 
disposal. 

Additionally, an electronics recycler 
will be onsite to take end-of-life con¬ 
sumer electronics including computers, 


computer monitors and other accessories, 
televisions, and office equipment. These 
machines will be broken down into their 
component parts (plastic, glass, toxic/ 
heavy metals) and recycled or disposed 
of safely. 

To help protect against identity theft, 
computers and hard drives brought to 
the event will be wiped clean three times 
using US Department of Defense (DoD) 
high-level security wiping procedures. 

Items that will NOT be accepted 
include ammunition, bulk trash, wooden 
TV consoles, propane tanks, microwave 
ovens, air conditioners and other appli¬ 
ances, as well as radioactive or medical 
wastes.

Here are two city maps showing in blue 
where lead pipes have been torn out so far, 
and in red the lead pipes that still need to 
be torn out. Maps for other parts of DC 
show the same things. 

WASAs Board has to decide after a 
Thurs. May 1 public hearing at 6:30 pm 
at 777 No. Capitol St. NE whether to 
continue this very expensive program at 
its present rate or stretch it out a number 


of years, because of the heavy demand to 
use funds for all its other important pro¬ 
grams - like reducing sewage overflow into 
the Anacostia and Potomac Rivers during 
rain storms, making costly improvements 
to the Blue Plains sewage treatment plant 
and still keeping your residential and com¬ 
mercial water bill from going through the 
roof. 

WASA will soon be announcing a rates 
hearing by its whole Board for June 11.
